Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are directed to the claims 
1, 14 and their dependant claims as presented in this proposed amendment, which will not be entered for the reason given above. In 
regard to claim 19, Applicant argues that "the edge face sealing member is substantially U-shaped and has first and second sidewalls 
which are connected to each other via a bottom wall, and wherein each of the sidewalls includes a distal end tip portion that is angled 
relative to a main body of the sidewall so that the tip portions angle inwardly toward and contact the solar cell module body when the solar 
cell module body and edge face sealing member are in a state where they have not yet been provided in the frame body." As seen in 
Figures 2 and 3 of Meadows, Meadows teach an edge face sealing member (portion 12) is substantially U-shaped and has first and 
second sidewalls (17, 21) which are connected to each other via a bottom wall (18 and 19), and wherein each of the sidewalls (17, 21) 
includes a distal end tip portion (24, 25) angle inwardly toward and contact the glass pane (27) when the glass pane and edge face 
sealing member are in a state where they have not yet been provided in the frame body. Therefore, Meadows does teach the the quoted 
feature. In addition, Meadows and Yoda/Shingo are properly combinable under Section 103(a). The edge face sealingsof Meadows and 
Yoda/ Shingo are used to hold a flat panel such as window panel or solar cell panel and provide a seal to prevent entrance of air, dirt or 
water. Thus, the edge face sealings of Meadows and Yoda/Shingo are functionally equivalent and combinable under 103(a). 
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
